If by what I here offer to the Publick, I find I 
ſhall be inſtrumental in propagating the Knowledge 
of this excellent Art, it will give me a very ſenſible 
Pleaſure; and with a ſecret Complacency of Mind, 
J ſhall reflect on what I have done, to advance the 
Praiſe and Glory of that GOD who is the Author 
of Harmony.

IVINE Muſic commenced with the Creation, 
and, in ſucceeding Ages, has been honoured with 
Signals of Divine Approbation. The Iſraelites 
lang in the Wilderneſs, and the Water-Spring opened; the 
Prieſts and Levites ſang Praiſe in the Temple, and the 
Glory of the Lord filled the Houſe, Feho/aphat marched 
his Army ſinging, and returned triumphant, his Enemies 
having ſlain one another. In the Intancy of the Chriſtian 
Church, Paul and Silas ſung at Midnight in Priſon, the 
Foundations ſhook, the Priſon Doors opened, the Priſo- 
ners Bands were looſed, and the Jailor was converted. 
Here, (ſays an ingenious Remarker) were Songs in the 
Night without a Fu uria, and Stones moved by Muſic with- 
out a Fiction. 

A worthy Divine, (Dr. Bray) amongſt his other pious 
Endeavours, has expreſſed no ſmall Zeal and Skill in re- 
commending and promoting this religious Exerciſe ; and 
aſſures us, * That through the Fondneſs of People for 
„ Plalm-finging many have recovered their Reading, 
* which they had almoſt forgot, and many have learned 
* to read for the Sake of ſinging Pſalms :” To this we 
may add the Teſtimony of a worthy Miniſter, written to 
the Rev. Dr. Woodward: © When I firſt came to 
* my Pariſh, I found, to my great Grief, the People very 
ignorant and irre igious; the Place of divine Worſhip 

indecently kept; the public Service neither underſtood 
% nor attended; the Miniſtra ion of the Lord's Supper 
* ſupported only by. the Piety of three or four Commu- 
nicants, and the divine Ordinance of ſinging Pſalms 
A 2 * almoſt 
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almoſt laid aſide. Now in order to redreſs this general 
Neglect of Religion, I began to teach three or four 
Your's the Skill of ſinging Pſalms orderly and ac- 
cording to Rules, which greatly tended, through the 
Grace of God, to awaken their Affections towards Re- 
ligion, and to give them a Reliſh for it. The Improve- 
ment of theſe in Pſalm- ſinging being ſoon obſerved by 
others, many young Men deſired to be admitted to the 
ſame Inſtruction z which being granted, and the Num- 
ber of them encreaſing daily, they readily ſubmitted to 
the Rules of a religious Society, and have ever ſince 
been careful Obſervers of them; by whoſe Means a 
general Reviving of Piety, and a ſolemn Obſervance 
of the public Ordinances of God, hath been produced 
amongſt us: And to the Joy of all pious Souls, our 
Shepherds, Ploughmen, and other Labourers at their 
Work, perfume the Air with the melodious ſinging of 
a Plalm or Hymn to their Creator and Redeemer.” 

What Daughter of Devotion has ſo noble an Appear- 
ance as this Czleſtial * Beauty? For while 
Prayer, as for Alms, does at the Portal wait, 

Praiſe enters, like a Reyal Gueſt, in State. 

When 1s it that our noble Frequenters of the Almigh- 
ty's Courts make the greateſt Figures, petitioning tor 
Favours, or preſenting their Oblations of Reſpect and 
Honour? For wholo offers Praiſe honours him, P/alm 1. 
ut. With what Elevation of Spirit does the Pſalmiſt 
ſtart from the Vale of Tears and Supplications, to the 
Paradiſe of Praiſe ! The Daughters of the Temple are all 
of heavenly Race, Omnes Czlicole, but not Omnes ſupera 
alta tenentes : The Faſtigia Ceili are the Prerogative of 
Pſalmody. How different is the Stile of their Addreſſes ! 
Be mercitul to me for I have ſinned, ſays Penitence ! From 

I ſha!l make no Apology for mentioning Pſalmody as a Princeſs 
and Beauty, as Solomon ſpeaks of Wiſdom, Plato of Virtue, Claſſick Po- 
ets of the Graces; nor for not confining her to the ſingle Province of 


Pſalm-finging, but likewiſe including Hymns, Spiritual Songs, Anthems, 
and all harmonious Ways of cclebrating the divine Praiſes. 
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the Ends of the Earth, and out of the Deep have J cried, 
ſays Prayer: O be joyful in the Lord, come before his 
Preſence with a Song, &c. This is the Language of 
Praiſe. 
Accordingly ſome alſo of our own Poets ; 
For Prayer the Ocean is, where diverſly 
Men ſteer their Courſe, each to a different Coaſt, 
ere oft our Int'reſts ſo diſcordant be, 
That Half beg Winds, by which the reſt are loſt, 
W. D. 

But Praiſe is Devotion fit for mighty Minds; the dif- 
fering World's agreeing Sacrifice, &c. not only the com- 
mon Sacrifice of rational Beings; but ſo juſt a Tribute to 
the Almighty, that inferior Creatures, Elements, and the 
whole Univerſe, are ſummoned to pay it, P/alm 148. 

And for its being Devotion fit for mighty Minds, if you 
doubt a Poet's Word, take a Preacher's. Singing the 
„ Praiſes of God is the nobleſt Part of Worſhip, the 
* molt generous Service that we can perform, and car- 
* ries with it the livelieſt Signatures of a divine and God- 
like Temper of Mind.” Thus the practical Diſcour- 
ſer, and what can a Poet ſay more? But ſtill this Prefer- 
ence to other religious Duties muſt be underſtood in ſome 
certain Reſpects, not in every Reſpect. And we acknow- 
ledge each of the fair Competitors to be a Princeſs and 
Sovereign in her own Province: Yet Pſalmody in her 
ſublimeſt Exerciſe, (that of celebrating the divine Attri- 
butes and Perfections) appears with the Grandeur of an 
Empreſs, 

In ſacred Heraldry ſhe has the Aſcendant, as being of 
the eldeſt Houſe, and early as the Creation, when the 
Morning Stars ſung together; and of a Lineage that will 
lait when Time ſhall be extinct. 

For when to the Celejtial Temple come, 

Petition there ſhall ceaſe, and Pray'r be dumb : 
But Praiſe, in Accents more ſublime and ſtrong, 
Shall then commence her everlaſiiag Song.
